Late Southern Confederacy. 



Washington, Oct. 10.— At the recent 
reunion of the confederate veterans' 
camp at Houston, Tex., a letter was 
read from Charles B. Rouss, a million- 
aire merchant of New York, offering to 
donate $100,000 for a "Uattle Abbey of 
the South." 

A magnificent memorial hall is con- 
templated, which, it is purposed, is to

'compile therefrom a complete history 
of the part taken by the late confed- 
eracy In the civil war, a museum room 
for war relics and various other apart- 
ments necessary to such an institution. 
Already the plans for raising the nec- 
essary sum of tSOO.000 for the estab- 
lishment of this "Battle Abbey'' ar« 
under way.
